VEN though ihe political skies are dark over Europe and 


Chancellor Hitler has a million armed men engaged in 


maneuvers, it is resassuring to learn that reports that war would 
begin on August 13 or 15 were lacking' in foundation. 
The 


omens of the world are not easy to read on these hoi August 
days, reminiscent of other hot August days twenty years ago, 
but something is gained if we can defer repeatedly the day of 
wrath, when the great guns will again belch forth death and 
disaster. 


Those who say that another world war will end civilization 


as we now know it are not necessarily prophets of pessimism. 
They are, in fact, realists who look at things as they are, who 
find many reasons, in addition to the occurrences in China and 
in Spain, to support the melancholy conclusion that the world 
is reverting to the law of the fang and the claw, t;hat the ideals 
of democracy are doomed to perish before the ruthless on- 
slaughts of the gross materialists who are now riding the crest 
of the waves. 


No discerning person can study the world situation and es- 


cape a realization of the fact that the war fever is. spreading. 
Spain has been fighting two years and one month. Japan and 
China have been ai each other's throats one year and one 
month. Russia and Japan at the moment are enjoying an arm- 
istice, but only the slightest provocation is required to bring them 
to grips again. 
Meanwhile, what of Germany ? 


There are few so gullible as to believe that the mobilization 


of a million men in locations that menace Czechoslovakia is for 
no more important purpose than normal field maneuvers. These 
men, all on a war footing, have been assembled as a threat, for 
purposes of intimidation, if not for immediate aggression. They 
are designed to overawe the Czechs, to weaken their determin- 
ation to fight, to convince them of the futility of resistance. 
These maneuvers are the ominous prelude to aggression. 
It 


would be folly to ignore the fact that they bring the world just 
another step closer to disaster. 


PREMIUMS TOO HIGH? 


Timely, indeed, is the projected inquiry by the Social Security 


Board at Washington into the unemployment Insurance systems of the 
various states. It appears that, up to June 30, the states deposited in 
the United States Treasury live times as much in unemployment insur- 
ance taxes as they paid out in unemployment insurance benefits. 


While the probe is being conducted, the board may well ask whether 


. it is wise to put the reserve fund into government bonds, if, through 
continued reckless spending, there should be a partial repudiation of these 
securities, the workers of America would be badly .gypped. 


A disinterested Investigation, at any rate, if obtainable, should have 


- a wholesome effect upon a phase of government action that relates di- 
rectly to the welfare of millions of citizens.

CHILDREN OF DIVORCED 


TAKENTS 


A brutal thing to do, is how it 


always seems to rne for a judge, in 
granting a divorce, to assign the 
child or children part time to one 
parent, part time to the other. This 
barbarity to the innocent, helpless 
child will be forbidden by law some 
day I hope. As the child goes first 
to one and then the other parent, 
his affections are selfishly played 
upon and he is tempted by each par- 
ent in turn, unconsciously or delib- 
erately, to speak or think ill of the 
other parent. And so his heart is 
torn between these human vultures. 


Instead, let the child be assigned 


to one parent only. Even then, the 
one receiving him may play upon his 
heartstrings'for selfish 
satisfaction. 


Then if this child should become dis- 
obedient or wayward he may be re- 
minded of how he is growing "just 
like" the other parent. Also the fam- 
ily who takes the child and his par- 
ent in will tamper with his feelings. 


In case the child is old enough to 


understand he must have heard the 
gossip, or read about the court pro- 
ceedings in the paper. Ee must have 
been exposed, besides, to no end of 
embarrassment and sorrow 
before 


the break actually culminated. What 
must it all mean to his emotional 
life, to his shattered hopes and con- 
fidences? 


Say the child is assigned to the 


mother, as is usually the case . and 
that she remains single—not so us- 
ual. She will almost surely lavish un- 
due affections on the child, render- 
ing him emotionally dependent. 


Supporc Parent Remarries? 


Suppose the parent who has the 


child remarries soon after divorce, 
and the child then or eventually 
sees that it was the new love, in- 
terest, that had really separated his 
parents. How will this child square 
up in his mind questions concerning 
moral integrity? What effect will it 
have on his home life later, and his 
ideals regarding marriage? 


It's the children and their chil- 


dren onward for whom the break in 
family 
life becomes most tragic. 


Look about and see how children 
tend, in respect to marital adapta- 
tion, to follow in the footsteps 
of 


their parents. 


Young folk thinking of marriage 


might well give some thought to the 
significance of their prospective un- 
dertaking, in terms not only of 
themselves but of their children- and 
their children's children, through the 
coming centuries. Also, keeping such 
in mind, -they should find strong- 
urge to strive to make marital ad- 
justments over the first small differ- 
ences which arise with the hope that 
bigger 
ones never might 
emerge. 


Even 
then, some 
discords, 
even 


breaks there would be—-only not so 
many. I suppose we don't live for to- 
day alone, nor for a single-life time, 
but on and on through succeeding 
generations in the'lives of our de- 
scendants.

Having paid J. Bull, he 
hasn't much else to pay. The Am- 
erican victim, having settled with 
Uncle Samuel, still has a multiplicity 
of local bills to foot. 


The Briton, adding all his tax bills 


up together, gets off considerably 
more lightly than the American, 
after he has added up all his. 


3RITON KNOWS HIS 


The Briton knows about how his 


taxation rate averages up, country- 
wide. 
The American has no such cer- 


tainty, 
He can ascertain what his federal 


average Is. But suppose he lives in 
a state where his local average is 
high. 
Obviously he pays at a. far 


higher rate than an American resi- 
dent of a state where local levies 
are relatively low. An average can 
be struck between the two, indeed, 
but It is ar. average at the expense 
of the state where local taxation is 
comparatively high- 


It is an average which does not 


mean much, all around. 


NUISANCE TAXES 


For example, I spend most of my 


business hours in the District of 
Columbia. But I live in Alexandria, 
on the Virginia side of the Potomac, 
a suburb. 
I smoke cigarettes. In Washing- 


ton I pay a federal tax on them of 
about 6 cents per pack—a corking 
high impost, I may say. 
But in 


Virginia I must pay the federal 
Impost, plus an additional impost 
of a fraction of a copper per pack. 
Naturally I buy my cigarets in 
Washington and carry a pocketful 
of them over into Virginia. They 
cannot very well stop and search 
me at the District line. 


It would be unconstitutional in- 


terference with interstate commerce, 
for one thing.
